Radio Chemicals May 
Be Cure For Cancer 


Considerable research on the effec- 
tiveness of radio-active chemicals 
as a cure for cancer is being car- 
ried on in a gigantic research in- 
stitute in New York City, accord: 
ing to Dr, Frank Menolson, Calgary 
veterinarian, Who returned to this 
city recently after two years in the 
United States, 

Dr. Menolson, who has been tak- 
ing part in’ research = in experl-| 
mental physiology at the Sloan- 
Kettering Institute for Cancer Re- 
search in New York, said that 
scientists there have been devot- 
ing their greatest efforts towards 
studying the effect of radio-active 
iodine, cobalt and other such mat- 
erials, on cancer, 

While he declined to express his 
own personal views on the new 
field of cancer cures, he said the 
officials of the institute felt that 
radio-active chemicals — provided 
one of the most promising hopes 
for developing a cancer cure, 

Dr. Menolson himself was attach- 
ed to the animal laboratories of the 
memorial hospital, He and other 
veterinarians tested various tech- 
niques on animals suffering from 
cancer and when certain tech- 
niques showed promise of aiding 
human victims, the techniques were 
used by medical doctors on human 
patients, 

As far as the research at the 
Sloan-Kettering institute was con- 
cerned, surgery was taking second 
place to the study of radio- active 
chemicals, Dr, Menolson said,

EXPLOSIVES AND SHARKS | 
ALL IN A DAY'S WORK 


Forests and farms are generally 
thought of as quiet places in the 
main, but agricultural experts of 
the United Nations Food and Ag: 
riculture Organization (FAO) are 
not so sure. Here are some of their 
reasons, 

Raymond Garver, an FAO for- 
est expert on a mission to Nica- 
ragua earlier this year, flew across 
the country in a freight plane, 
counting the minutes. He did not 
know until after the takeoff that 
he was flying two-and-one-half 
tons of dynamite destined for a 
mining camp. Later, Mr. Garver 
and his colleagues took a bit of 
time off for a dip at a _ Pacific 
beach, but the swim was turned 
into a rout when they discovered 
their fellow swimmers were sharks. 

Donald Gilfillan, member of an 
FAO advisory mission in Bolivia, 
got lost with two companions in 
a trackless jungle. After stumbling 
about for six days, they were 
saved by their own ingenuity. Us- 
ing a white mosquito net as a 
background in a_ clearing, they 
spelled out UN with green jungle 
jgrass. A Bolivian relief plane spot- 
ted them, dropped food and guided 
| rescuers, 


Dr. Cleo Logothetis, FAO en- 
tomologist, looked up from his 
|} work in Guatemala on an_ anti- 


locuts mission to find himself look- 
ing down a_ revolver barrel. The 
farmer holding his pistol shouted 
that anti-locust spray teams had 
wrecked his sesame plants. When 
he learned that the sprayers were 
helping him produce more, he was 
talked out of using the gun. 


Announce Dates And 
Limits of Game Season 


Regulations for the hunting of big 
game and migratory and upland 
birds have been announced. 

Although shooting of Hungarian 
Partridge in the E.LD. is unlawful 
this season, they may be hunted 
in other parts of the province from 
Oct. 4 to Nov. 11. Bag limit has 
been set at 25 for the season. 

Same dates and 10 per day and 
50 for the season has been set for 
other upland birds north of the S. 
Saskatchewan River and Highway 
16, Edmonton to Lloydminister. 
They are sharp-tailed grouse, ruff- 
}ed grouse and spruce partridge. 

South of the N. Saskatchewan 
and Highway 16, the limit on these 
, three species is set at three per day 
‘and twelve for the season. Same 
dates apply, Other regulations in- 
clude: 

Pheasant Season 

Pheasants throughout the pro- 
'vince; 3 per day and 12 per sea- 
|son; Oct. 4 to Nov, 11. 

Blue grouse, anywhere; 3 per 
day and 18 per season; Sept, 1 to 
Sept. 30, 

Migratory birds— geese, ducks, 
Wilson snipe; northern zone, Sept. 
9 to Nov, 2; middle zone, Sept 16 
to Nov, 9; southern zone, Sept, 23 
to Nov, 16. The bag Hmits are 
geese, 5 per day, 15 for season; 
ducks 8 per day, 40 per season; 
Wilson snipe 8 per day, possession 
16 with the season's northern zone 
Sept. 9 to Oct. 9; middle zone 
Sept. 16 to Oct. 16; southern zone 
Sept. 23 to Oct. 23. 

Given Concession 

Hunters around Sullivan, Beaver. 
hill and Buffalo Lakes get a con- 
cession this year, Last year the 
shooting of geese was prohibited 
Within one-half mile of Sullivan 


Lake. This year all migratory birds | 


may be shot within 100 yards of the

} There has been a change tn the 
| oeMrasons of tagging big game, 
They may be tagged: Through the 
eye socket; between the bone and 
the tendon on the hind leg im- 
mediately above the hock; around 
the base of the antlers, 
| ‘The regulations say: Any carcass 
}of big game animals found with- 
jout a tag attached and “which has 
jnot being properly closed and sec- 
urely locked in place’ shall be 
considered illegal game and lable 
to confiscation, It has been found 
that these seals can be inserted 
in reverse and do not lock and 
might possibly be used a second 
time,

NEW TYPE FENCE 


Canadian farmers will be inter- 
ested in a new type of fence wire 
developed in the U.K,, says the 
Ontario Milk Produce. 

The new product ts said to pro 
vide chicken wire as strong as 
steel but completely rustless, and 
only one-third as heavy. Made of 
Aluminum alloy, it is resistant to 
corrosion and its light weight 
makes it easy to carry erect. 

How its cost will compare with 
steel wire is not stated but a non- 
corrosive wire would have a popu- 
lar appeal on most Canadian 
farms.

When the hide goes from the 
slaughter house to the tannery 
there is another freight rate, When 
it moves from the tannery to the 
shoe factory there is still another, 
It moves again to the distributor 
and from the distributor to the local 
merchant, Count up the number of 
freight rates which have been paid 
on that one single item and you 
will come to the conclusion that 
Mr. Hall's calculations leave out 
the parts that he does not wish to 
remember. Meanwhile let me point 
out that the people of Canada last 
year paid $698,724,000 in railway 
freight bills. Add this to the cost 
of truck traffic and our total 
freight bill will appear as a_ not 
insignificant item in our national

IMPROVEMENTS DECREASE TAXES 


Town improvements which lead to better living 
conditions are the one and only means of reducing 
taxation in the smaller communities. This is being 
proven in our neighboring Town of Innisfail where ad- 
ditional building has raised the assessment and en- 
abled the Town council to announce a reduction in the 
tax rate this year of nine mills and yet provide in- 
creased benefits to the citizens. 

Due mainly to the installation of a water and 
sewage system at Innisfail four years ago, a building 
boom followed and the total assessment increased from 
$762,000 in 1945 to $1,370,000 in 1950. In addition, the 
costly water system, which seemed a burden at the 
time, is now a paying utility and as the time goes on 
will provide additional revenue for the Town. 

Didsbury finds itself in much the same situation 
as Innisfail was four years ago, but if our assessment 
continues to rise due to new buildings, there is little 
doubt that local taxes can be reduced. 

After all is said and done the administration costs 
of a town the size of Didsbury will not increase greatly 
with an increase in population, and the more people 
we have to share the tax burden the less will be the 
tax rate.
